There is perhaps, 
not even the 


shadow of truth in the report, and no 
one is more 
thoroughly 
conscious 
of 


its falsity than the man 
who set it 


afloat. 
The general 
reader 
has 
no- 


ticed the Associated 
Press 
dispatches 


are always antagonistic to the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, 
but it is 


not everyone 
that 
understands 
the 


motive 
which prompts 
this 
antag- 


onism.

coast could or would obtain a line or 
word of Eastern 
report 
until after it 


had appeared 
in their columns. 
This 


monopoly 
was 
worth 
thousands 
of 


dollars per month 
to Messrs. 
Fitch, 


Pickering, Simoxtox, Morrilland 
Anthony. 
The Atlantic and Pacific 


Telegraph Company using the railroad 
wires 
have 
practically 
destroyed 


the 
Associated 
Press 
monopoly, 


and 
not 
only 
furnish 
other 
jour- 


nals 
with 
fresh 
news, 
hut 
have 


caused a reduction of one-half in the 
subscription price of the old monopoly 
papers. 
It is the venom 
engendered 


through 
Mr. 
Simonton's 
hatred 
of 


the opposition 
telegraph 
line that 


colors 
and 
prejudices 
his 
dispatches 


against the Central 
Pacific 
Railroad 


Company. 
If Governor 
STANFORD 


would refuse to allow the use 
of his 


wires for the transmission 
©f news 


dispatches 
or lease his 
lines 
to 
the 


Western Union, the Associated 
Press 


would have nothing to say against the 
Central people, and 
the three 
papers 


we have named would soon 
forget all 


about 
the 
Contract 
and 
Finance 


frauds. 


Will Forests 
Produce 
Rain? 


By a process 
of reasoning, 
which, 


while it is somewhat 
vague, is yet, we 


presume, 
entirely scientific, 
philoso- 


phers 
demonstrate 
that 
the cultiva- 


tion of forests 
is an 
effective means 


of producing rain. 
Tho reason 
why 


this is, thus 
is reached 
through 
an 


elaborate 
argument 
in which 
is set 


forth the action of heat and cold, evap- 
oration and condensation, 
all of which 


we shall neither accept nor deny, but 
simply assume that if science and phil- 
osophy are not at fault, Los Angeles 
Valley will, in a few years, 
be favored 


with weekly, perhaps 
daily showers. 


Already, for several miles around the 
city, there 
is an 
almost 
continuous 


grove of semi-tropical 
trees, 
and for 


miles 
still farther 
the young 
trees 


which shall extend this forest are al- 
ready growing. 
.Standing on the high 


ground to the northeast 
of the city, 


one sees 
to the southeast, 
south, and 


southwest, 
a dense growth of orange, 


lemon, lime, and walnut trees. 
Many 


of these 
trees 
arc twenty years old, 


and but few of them are less than ten 
years of age. 
The groves are spread- 


ing out over the valley so rapidly, we 
can predict that within the next dec- 
ade the forest of tree 9will be contin- 
uous for ten or fifteen miles around 
the valley sides of the city. 
Ifforests 
willproduce rain, and we repeat 
the 


philosophers 
say they will, this valley 


will,in time, be blessed with frequent 
and copious showers. 


THE question as 
to whether or not 


there is an open sea 
around the north 


pole 
is once more attracting 
atten- 


tion. 
It occurs 
to us that the 
pecu- 


liarity of a place 
which 
no one can 


reach is of very little consequence 
to 


anyone. 
The north 
pole may be set 


up in a sea of nectar, with a beach 
of 


golden sands 
surrounded 
by diamond 


mountains, 
in which rise 
rivers of 


champagne. 
What of it? 
Mahom- 


et's heaven is a better place still, but 
as we cannot reach either locality, the 
good things they possess 
may as well 


not exist, so far 
as we are concerned. 


For 
all 
practical 
purposes, 
we had 


rather find a gold mine in a California 
hill than to have it sec up as strong as 
proof of Holy Writ that there 
is an 


open sea around the north pole. 


Napoleon's continued popularity is 


attributed 
to the fact that military 


glory makes 
a strong 
impression 
on 


the 
common 
mind 
and 
lasts 
longer 


than any other kind of fame. 
It is 


this which 
makes 
Ghant 
a 
strong 


man to-day?much 
stronger 
than his 


opponents are willing to concede. 


Jefferson Davis, who has been on 


a visit to Europe, 
readied 
New York 


on 
the 
14th inst., and 
left the same 


evening for his home in Tennessee. 


The Court House a Market House. 


The Court 
house 
in this city was 


built for a market, 
and, for the credit 


of the city and county, it is a pity it 
was not always used for that purpose. 
It looks 
like a 
market 
house, 
and 


everybody knows a market house does 
not and should not look like a Court 
house. 
This county can 
afford a bet- 


ter and better-looking Court house, and 
the city ought to have just such a mar- 
ket house 
tis the Court 
house 
would 


make. 
It would indicate progress and 


Improvement if the county would sell 
its share 
of the Court 
house to the 


city, and the city aud county build a 
Court 
house that would be a credit to 


Los Angeles 
valley. 
The city could 


convert the first floor of the present 
Court 
house into a market house and 


rent the floor above for whatever it is 
best adapted. 
Sootier 
or later, a new 


Court house must be built, and the day 
is not far distant 
when 
Los Angeles 


willrequire 
a regular 
market 
place. 


If the market is built before the new 
Court house, itwill be difficult to con- 
vert the old building into cash or any- 
thing useful. 
The CityLibrary might 


find a local habitation 
an I a name in 


the new Court housebuilding. 
How- 


ever, the details we leave to those who 
know 
how to arrange 
these things. 


We only urge the fact that we need 
a 


market and a new Court house. 


A Health Officer. 


At the last meeting 
of the Common 


Council, 
Mr. HuBER moved 
that a 


Health Officer be appointed 
to look 


after the sanitary condition of the city 
during the Summer months, and after 
a brief discussion 
the 
motion 
was 


withdrawn. 
We (lifterdecidedly with 


the majority of our City Fathers. 
We 


think the motion was passed over too 
lightly. 
The expense 
of such an of- 


ficer 
was 
a 
consideration 
named 


against 
the 
measure. 
We 
do 
not 


think that there is danger of any pre- 
vailing disease 
here, 
but Los Angeles 


is a city of about 
thirteen 
thousand 


people, and our cosmopolitan 
popula- 


tion, together with the great number 
of arrivals from almost all parts of the 
world, certainly are 
reasons 
sufficient 


to demand 
some 
precaution 
on the 


part of our city authorities, 
especially 


at this time?at 
the commencement of 


our long warm, dry season. 
The tri- 


fling expense 
is no consideration 
com- 


pared with the benefits resulting from 
the efficient labors of the right man 
in such a place, in case 
tho sanitary 


condition of our city should not remain 
as trood as heretofore. 
We think it 


would have been wiser to have placed 
some competent physician in a position 
to look after the sewerage, 
the cleanli- 


ness of the streets and alleys, etc. 
We 


think the people 
generally would rat- 


ifysuch a step and thank the Common 
Council for such action.

San 
Francisco papers are 


urging 
the 
people 
to donate 
means 


to assist 
the 
poor 
of 
England. 


Tin-* 
is 
all 
very 
well, 
but 
char- 


ity 
ought 
to 
begin 
at 
home. 


While 
we 
can 
point 
to 
starving 


communities 
in our 
own land, 
we 


need not send money to those of other 
nations. 
England is abundantly 
able 


to feed 
her own poor, and while we 


have
